In August, 1961, CG 6486-0$ was activated. In the 
next few months this source developed as the outstanding source 
of information available to the Chicago Division in a position 
to accurately report the most confidential decisions being made 
by SAMUEL GIANCANA and his henchmen in the control of organized 
crime in the Chicago area. This source repeatedly furnished in- 
formation indicating the hoodlums 1 connection v/ith leading poli- 
ticians in the Chicago area, banking institutions they utilize 
and the enormous sums of money available to this group through 
their legitimate and illegitimate business activities. 

On April 18, 1962, following a continuous, successful 
period of operation, this source advised that GIANCANA in a con- 
versation with his henchmen was discussing remodeling plans 
which were accurately interpreted by the Chicago office as meaning 
the Armory Lounge was to be remodeled. In view of the fact that 
extensive remodeling operations could disclose the source, the 
source was immediately removed on April 19, ‘1962, and the evidence ' 
of the prior existence of this source sufficiently camouflaged 
with the result that during the major remodeling the hoodlums 
were not alerted to the prior existence of this material. 

During the succeeding months daily contact was main- 
tained at the Armory Lounge in an effort to closely follow the 
progress of the remodeling in order that possible re-activation 
of CG 6486-C* could be done at the earliest possible opportunity. 
During these surveillances and spot checks it was noted that 
TARQUIN SIMONELLI, DOMINIC BLASI <GIAUCAUA Sseschmen) , and GIANCANA 
were observed in. work clothes and were obviously doing a major 
portion of the remodeling work themselves.

On July 10, 1932, the first attempt was made at re- 
entry at ^hich time an automobile belonging to GIANCANA’S son- 
in-law was observed parked at the rear of the Armory Lounge and, 
because of the high degree of possibility that someone would 
return for this car during the early morning ‘ hours , actual re- 
entry was not attempted. 

On July 12, 1962, the Armory was re-entered at ap- 
proximately 2:30 AM. It is to be pointed out that three blocks 
from the Armory Lounge is the Pink Clock Tavern, which is fre- 
quented by a large number of hoodlums , all of whom have the . 

potential of going from the Pink Clock to the Armory Lounge. j 

It was, therefore, determined advisable in planning re-entry 
that no re-entries be made until the Pink Clock closed at 2:00

On July 24, 1962, another attempted re-entry was made 
at the Armory Lounge. In view of the character of the individuals 





controlling this location and their known attempts to determine 
possible surveillances, one car was designated on each trip to 
make a suspicious pass around the premises as a final gesture in 
determining whether any of the hoodlums were watching the location. 
On this occasion the car was spotted by SIMOSJELLI, who was parked 
two blocks away from the location, and for the remainder of the 
night SIMONE LLI made obvious checks on the Armory Lounge and all 
the surrounding areas in an effort to see what activity was taking 
place.

Special hollow cored, carbide tipped drill bits were 
obtained for this operation in view of the close proximity of a 
residential dwelling to the area where the drilling' would have 
to he' accomplished.

During the entries and attempted entries of July 10, 

12, 24, 27, and August 2, 1962, outside control responsible for 
the over-all operation during the actual entry was operated by 
SA’S SHEA and AUGUST C. KEMPFF. SA KEMPFF utilized a radio tuned 
to the' local, police channel monitoring this station for suspect 
calls to the Armory Lounge in the event the entries had been 
detected. SA’S SHEA and KEMPFF exercised extremely good judgment 
in maintaining complete security for the agents on each of these 
efforts and recognized the major obstacle in the outside sur- 
veillances, and they handled their assignments in such manner 
that as complete security as could be obtained under these situa- 
tions was afforded. 


In each of the five instances where actual entry was 
gained the agents who made entry exposed themselves to extreme 
danger in excess of two, and a half hours on each occasion. The 

planning of Sound Agentl | was such that the. Sound Agents 

handled their equipment in entry as well. as in exits without con b6 
fusion. The over-all planning o f SA H ILL, to whom this investiga- 
tion is assigned, and Supervisor I I waS such that each entry 
was accomplished without confusion in a minimum of time, thereby 
reducing the exposure to these agents.

On the entries of Au gust 6 an d 16, 1962, the outside 
control was maintained by SA’S land KEMPFF, who handled 

their responsibilities of controlling The surveillance units 
and the units utilized in picking up the agents leaving the scene 
in outstanding fashion. It is to be pointed out that in each 
of the five times when entry was made and on the times when at- 
tempted entries were called off because of lack of proper security 
it was necessary to utilize 18 agents in the outside cover and 
surveillance assignments to afford adequate protection to the 
six agents who made actual entry. The surveillance assignments 
(were in neighborhoods that were difficult to maintain without 
creating disturbances which would be brought to local police at- 
tention. Any outside police interest in this operation had to 
be eliminated because of the known fact that the suburban police 
agencies are known to be sympathetic to GIANCANAi's enterprises. 

The cars handling 'assignments affording close cover at 
the Armory Lounge in the event any unexplained visit to the Armory 
was made during actual hours of re-entry had an extremely dif- 
ficult assignment in view of the fact that they had to be in a 
position to respond instantaneously in the event of intruders 
and yet be sufficiently discreet so as not to arouse suspicions 
to that particular area. All of these assignments were handled 
in an outstanding fashion with the result that the numerous re- 
entries needed in re-establishing this source were completed 
without arousing any suspicions. '

The Order further stated that all personnel actions taken by the Director under this 
authority shall be subject to post-audit and correction by the Administrative Assistant 
Attorney General and to review by the Deputy Attorney General.

he was not interested for example in reassignment of an Assistant Director from one 
division to another. He merely wanted to insure that the Attorney General approved 
the fanfolds naming Assistant Directors and higher positions. We have been doing 
this. For example, we did not obtain approval of fanfolds by the Department in prior 
designations of an Inspector in Charge of a division. However, if that individual was

specifically for penalty applicable to me for any violation of Executive Order 10501, 
the basic authority for safeguarding such information, as- follows: "Any officer or 
employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 

or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employee 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in the manner authorized by these 
regulations. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in a delib- 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted." 

I further certify that the conditions specified herein are agreeable to me, and that I con- 
tinue as an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a full knowledge of the con- 
ditions above set forth.

On the other two occasions the bites were riot 
serious and my wife took no action ether than to call them to the neighbor’s attention. 
However, upon consulting with our doctor concerning the bite yesterday, the 
doctor advised that this matter should be immediately reported to the Fairfax 
• County authorities in order to determine whether the dog has rabies. 

Subsequently, the dog was picked up by employees -of the Fairfax 
Dog Pound where he will be kept for 10 days to determine whether or not he has 
rabies. H‘he does not have rabies, he will be released to the owner. If he has 
rabies, my son will have to undergo an extensive series of anti-rabies shots.

control that he is not biting children in the neighborhood. 


I haye been in the Bureau since 1939 and neither I nor any 
members of my family have ever been involved in any dispute with our neighbors. 

I am certainly most reluctant to take any action concerning this, matter as I 
myself am very fond of dogs; however, this boils down to whether I must keep 
my two children constantly in the house because of this marauding dog or whether 
the owner will keep control of this dog so that my children can enjoy normal play 
habits. The doctor advised that if the dog had bitten the boy in the face, around 
the eye or in any vulnerable part of his body, the way he bit him yesterday, 

’ it could have permanently injured him. I feel that we have displayed a great deal of 
patience and forbearance in handling this matter to date; however, under the cir- 
cumstances I feel constrained to permit my wife to swear out a warrant with the 
Fairfax County Justice of the Peace unless this dog is kept by its owner in accordance 
with the existing laws. I am told that the police cannot take this action on their 
own initiative.

On June 3, 1963, I purchased a house from the above-captioned firm. 

In the contract they warranteed a dry basement for one year and also warranteed 
against defects in workmanship and material. They subsequently put in a driveway 
which is improperly elevated and it is impossible to get an automobile in same, 
which makes the garage completely unusable. During heavy rains I also have had 
water in my basement. Repeated efforts to have the builder repair these defects 
have resulted in excuses, procrastination and delaying tactics. The builder has 
advised that he realizes he is definitely obligated to fix these items, but now 
states the company has. no ready cash and is facing possible bankruptcy. 

Independent estimators advise it will probably cost over $1000 
to repair these defects. We have learned that two of his creditors (a roofing 
company and an electrical contracting company) have recently filed suits 
against this company. We have also learned that the corporation does have 
some assets in the form of second trusts on homes sold. 

I likewise contemplate filing suit in Fairfax Small Claims Court 
(which handles, claims up to $2000) with a view to obtaining a judgment in order 
that I may establish myself as a general creditor in the event the corporation 
goes into bankruptcy. In all probability it will be a judgment by default.

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The liability 
of the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall occur.

' This memo is submitted in answer to the anonymous communication 

dated 5/15/65 addressed to the Director postmarked at El Paso, Texas, 5/16/65 
making allegations concerning me during a conference of Prosecuting Attorneys , 

of the Southwestern States which the author claims was held in Phoenix, Arizona, 
about a year ago and at which he alleged I never spoke as scheduled at this '/ 

conference because of incapacity M due to prolonged intoxication.” I am very sorry / 
the Director and the Bureau have to take up valuable time with this vicious matter 
but I can assure you and the Director that this is an unmitigated vicious lie. I have 
been privileged to represent the Director and the Bureau in various important 
liaison functions for almost the past five years and this is the very first complaint 
to my knowledge concerning my handling of these matters . I have always been very 
proud of the privilege to represent the Director; this work has many times been 
! far from easy; and I have spent a great deal of my own time and money in an effort 
to do the kind of job I felt would bring credit to the Bureau and serve its best interests. 

Specifically, concerning the Phoenix meetings, there were two which I 
attended and from the allegations in this letter, it is difficult to pinpoint with ■ 
exactitude which one the author has in mind. So, I will briefly refer to both of them. 

The very first time I was ever in Phoenix was to represent the Bureau 
at the 1963 annual meeting of the Western Association of Attorneys General. This 
was held at the Hotel Westward Ho in downtown Phoenix, 10/6-9/63. I arrived by 
plane the evening of 10/6/63, was registered at the Hotel Westward Ho and I departed 
Phoenix by plane on the morning of 10/10/ 63 .

The second and only other time I was in Phoenix was to represent the 
Bureau at the winter meeting of the National District Attorneys Association held 
at the Ramada Inn, outskirts of Phoenix, 3/3-7/64. I was scheduled to arrive in 
Phoenix the afternoon of 3/3/ 64 but was fogged in at Chicago and did not arrive 
until the early morning hours of 3/4/ 64. I stayed at the Ramada Inn during the 
entire meeting and departed from Phoenix Sunday morning 3/8/64. I was scheduled 
to speak on the program Wednesday afternoon, 3/4/64. The session was from 
2:30 to^4:00 p. m. , the title was ’"Topics of Interest to Prosecutors. ” Former SAC

as panelists. Both Boyle and I appeared. Boyle summarized FBI cooperative

on my last night in Phoenix following the termination of the Attorneys General 
meeting late that afternoon (10/9/63) I drove a rented car in order to see some of 
the Phoenix area, particularly the Camelback Mountain and Scottsdale area which 
is so much talked about. I was alone the entire time. I drove out to some highly 
recommended restaurant where I had dinner about 9:00 p. m. Thereafter I drove 
| to the famous Mountain Shadows Resort Hotel, walked around the lighted outdoor 
| pool and lobby area, had two bottles of beer at the bar and then started driving back 
i to my hotel because I had to catch an 8:30 a. m. flight in the morning. 

The distance back to Phoenix was considerable and the route was a bit 
confusing because I had been more intent on sightseeing while driving out. Without 
realizing it, I drove past the intersection I should have taken into Phoenix. After 
proceeding some miles, the area began to look strange and I tended to speed up in 
search of some sign or service station where I might inquire. All of a sudden I 
was flagged down by a police vehicle with a flashing red light. They asked for my 
operators permit and seeing it was out of state and my car had Arizona tags, they 
asked where X was headed. When I told them "The Westward Ho Hotel” they acted 
■ somewhat incredulous and said I was headed away from that. They gave me a 
ticketf or exceeding .the speed limit and told me where I had missed the intersection 
\ about f ive/tmtes”back. I thanked"them, turned around and drove back to my hotel. 

That morning (10/10/63) I had a cup of coffee with SAC Boyle at the 
j airport before boarding my plane at 8:30 a. m. Inasmuch as I would have no 
opportunity to take any action myself on the traffic ticket, I told SAC Boyle of the 
incident and asked him to ascertain for me just what I had to do to properly comply 
with the ticket. SAC Boyle said that this would probably involve no action whatever 
because I was from out of state and although Arizona was known to be strict on 
traffic enforcement, it was also known to be extremely lenient with tourists and 
other out of state drivers. I emphasized to SAC Boyle that a ’’speeding ticket was 
no major sin” and therefore I wanted to handle it properly. (This was only the 
second traffic ticket I had ever received in my life and the first one for exceeding 
the speed limit. ) SAC Boyle assured me that he would personally make inquiry 
and if there was any fine or other action he would promptly advise me. On my 
return home I also alerted my wife to be on the lookout for any communication which 
might come to my home address from the Phoenix Traffic Department so that she 
could promptly notify me of any action required in the event I might be out of town.

(My operator’s permit reflects my home address. ) After waiting a reasonable 
time I sent a follow-up note to SAC Boyle to inquire as to the status of this matter. 

At some considerable time thereafter I was talking to SAC Boyle and again 
reminded him of this and he told me that he had personally inquired of the matter 
and that no fine or other action was taken and that I should forget the entire thing, 
and further, that no special consideration had been requested or afforded, probably 
because I was from out of state. There was no known involvement of the Bureau in 
this matter whatever and my status as a Bureau employee did not enter my discussion 
with the traffic officers. The only connection they could have possibly known was my 
attendance at the Attorneys General conference at the Westward Ho Hotel. At the 
late date I received the final status of this matter from SAC Boyle I did not advise 
the Bureau nor did I advise the Bureau earlier because of my lack of complete 
information. This judgment I can. see now was unfortunately bad, which I regret, j. 

The allegation that two FBI Agents camd to tWh hotdj and spent the day 
getting me sober is an absolute falsehood. The only A&qnts other than the SAC that 
I had contact with during either meeting was SA JosepnPyne of Phoenix, a police 
instructor who gave me a fill-in on some of the local search and seizure problems 
and some of the local police training programs so as to orient me f or thf> Western b6 
Association of Attorneys General meeting, and SA police instructor 
who was on the N ational District Attorneys Association panel referred to above, and 
I assisted | in introducing him to a number of key people prior to his appearance. 

I wish I could throw some light on the obvious spite which has motivated 
this letter but I cannot. I am confident any inquiries made in this matter will expose 
the vicious falsity of this anonymous communic atio n. For what it is worth, I wish 
to remind the Bureau that former SA l is reportedly now practicing law b6 

in Phoenix. I recall that during the Attor neys Gen eral meeting in October, 1963, the 
Bureau had just received information that I I was endeavoring to be admitted to 

practice in Phoenix. I specifically alerted SAC Boyle' to this and spent considerable 
time briefing him on vicious past activities. I know, as does the B ureau. 

that SAC Boyle did take a number of specific steps thereafter to try to thwart) 
efforts to be ad mitted. He was successful at the lower levels but, as the Bureau, 
[knows, succeeded on final appeal. 

I will be glad to furnish any additional information needed to assist in 
clearing this matter up.

Anonymous letter to Director 5-15-65 made following allegations: 

Allegation #1: About a year ago Lynn Edwards was to speak at conference of prosecuting 
attorneys of southwestern states in Phoenix, Arizona, but never spoke because incapable 
due to prolonged intoxication. Facts: Edwards attended two conferences in Phoenix, one 
from October 6-9, 1963, and second from March 3-8, 1964. He was scheduled to speak, 
and actually did, at both conferences, but from other facts writer apparently refers to 
October, 1963, conference.

Police sergeant carried Mr. Edwards to hotel 
and put him to bed. Facts: As noted above, neither Boyle nor SA Pyne saw Edwards 

after noon, 10-9. Edwards states after conference ended he handled various windup 
matters, made some phone calls, packed clothes, had late dinner, decided to sightsee 
in area several miles east of Phoenix and after dinner drove rented car to Mountain 
Shadows resort hotel where he wanted to see several people, arriving after midnight. 

He had two beers, failed to locate friends, and had coffee at restaurant on way back to 
town. He states in memo of 5-19-65 that area was confusing and unfamiliar, he missed 
intersection turnoff for Phoenix, and after some miles became concerned when area looked| 
strange and he tended to speed up in search of sign or service station, was stopped by 
police vehicle, showed operator's permit, and officers issued ticket for speeding, gave 
him correct directions, and he drove back to hotel. Traffic ticket on file at Phoenix 
Police Department reflects issued 3:30 A. M. , 10-10-6 3. to Edwards for un lawful speed

indicated probably no action -would be taken since out-of-state driver and agreed to inquire 
and advise Edwards if any fine or other action. Edwards heard nothing further, later 
asked Boyle and was told Boyle had personally inquired, no action was taken, and Edwards 
could forget matter. Edwards felt since status as Bureau employee not known Bureau 
would not be involved and regrets he did not advise Bureau earlier. Director noted: 
"Edwards should have promptly reported this. H. " Boyle confirms above, states he 
appeared before Judge Smith, entered plea of guilty for Edwards, offered to pay fine, but 
Judge Smith stated under circumstances he would suspend fine. Judge Smith recalls 
incident, confirms that Boyle offered to pay fine but suspended as courtesy to law enforce- 
ment agency. Gale denies knowing this and Boyle denies telling him.

While it appears allegations against Edwards are exaggerated distortion of 
true facts and no evidence Edwards was drunk, he certainly should have reported promptly 
the receipt of traffic ticket. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That Edwards be censured for failure to promptly report the traffic ticket 
he received on 10-10-63.

DETAILS: 


Anonymous letter dated 5-15-65 addressed to Director contained allegations 
concerning Inspector H. L. Edwards* conduct while attending conference of prosecuting 
attorneys in Phoenix, Arizona. .

ALLEGATION #1: About a year ago there was a conference of prosecuting attorneys of 
the South Western States held at Phoenix, Arizona. One of the speakers at this conference 
was to be Lynn Edwards. 

FACTS: Edwards attended two law enforcement conferences in Phoenix, (1) Western 

Association of Attorneys’ General, 10-6* *7, 8, and 9-63, and (2) the National District 
Attorneys’ Association, 3-3 through 8-64. He was scheduled to speak at both conferences 
but writer is apparently referring to October, 1963, conference* 

ALLEGATION #2: Mr. Edwards never spoke because he was incapable due to prolonged 
intoxication. 

FACTS: Mr. Edwards states he spoke both times as scheduled and was completely sober. 

Former SAC Edward Boyle, then assigned Phoenix* and SA Joseph Pyne both state that 
while didn’t actually hear Edwards speak on 10-8-63, they had breakfast with him before 
speech, and saw him in front of conference room prior to scheduled appearance, morning 
session 10-8-63 and saw no indication he had been drinking. #3 cards reflect attendance 
of Boyle and Pyne at this session. Summary of remarks Edwards, delivered later 
published in formal summary of the meeting. 

At 1964 conference SAC Soyars and Boyle had lunch with Edwards on 
3-4-64 before scheduled speech and both state completely sober, Soyars did not stay for 
speech, but Boyle heard Edwards speak, and we have picture taken on this occasion, 
showing Edwards at speaker’s podium and Boyle with him on platform, 

ALLEGATION #3; Facts of incident were reported to Edwards immediate superior, 

Jim Gale. 

FACTS: Assistant Director Gale categorically denies he ever heard of any such incident 

and was never called by former SAC Boyle concerning any misconduct by Edwards. Boyle 
confirms he never mentioned anything concerning this to Gale* 

ALLEGATION #4; Conference was held at a main hotel on Central Avenue in Phoenix and 
Mr* Edwards stayed there. 

FACTS : October, 1963, conference was held at Westward Ho Hotel, prominent hotel on 
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Memorandum W. S. Tavel to Mr* Mohr 


Central Avenue in Phoenix, and Edwards had room 914, March, 1964, conference was 
held at Ramada ton, East Van Buren Street, Phoenix, and Mr* Edwards stayed there 
during conference. 


ALLEGATION #5; On the morning Mr. Edwards was to speak, he did not appear, so about 
20 minutes before his scheduled speech, the hotel manager went to Edwards’ room and 
knocked, When he failed to get a response to his knock the manager opened the door to 
the room. He found Mr. Edwards in bed and in such a drunken condition that he called the 
man in charge of FBI in Arizona, Mr. Ed Boil, Two Agents came to the hotel and spent 
the day getting Mr. Edwards sober. 


FACTS: SA Joe Pyne states he left office at 8:20 a. m. on 10-9-63 - confirmed by #3 

card - (day after Edwards spoke) to pick up Edwards’ plane tickets and takethem to 
Edwards at hotel. He picked up tickets, and arrived at Westward Ho about 9 a. m. , went 
- to conference room to locate Edwards, didn’t see him, asked an Assistant Attorney 
General of Washington, to whom Edwards had previously introduced! him, but who hadn’t 
seen Edwards, then called Edwards* room on house phone, got no answer, checked 
restaurant without results and receiving no answer when knocked on Edwards’ room door, 
asked' maid to let him in. She could not, since door locked from inside. (A common 
practice by guests according to manager and one which hotel encourages to prevent thefts) 
Thinking Edwards was possibly ill, Pyn e immediately called Boyle, who shortly arrived 
and got hotel manager, I I to admit them with master key. Edwards was 

asleep. Manager left immediately and Boyle awakened Edwards, who appeared surprised 
to find them in his room got up immediately, Payne handed him ticket and left minute 
later. Pyne states saw no evidence Edwards was drunk and appeared rational as briefly 
discussed ticket. Minute later Boyle came out of room, went with Pyne to hotel lobby and 
Pyne proceeded to police school he was conducting* 


Boyle generally confirms above facts. #3 card reflects Boyle returne d to 
office from Scout breakfast at 9:15 a. m. and he states on arrival received call from Pyne 
and went immediately to hotel, entered Edwards’ room, found him asleep but not drunk, 
and waited in lobby until Edwards dressed, had breakfast with him, attended some of

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Edwards states on night of 10-8 attended reception and State dinner, had two 
bourbon highballs at reception in 45 minutes, nothing to drink at dinner, which ended about 
10 p. m. ; after dinner conversed with attorneys general and wives in hospitality room and 
had one beer. About 1:15 a. m. Attorney General .of Idaho asked Edwards to have coffee 
while discussed lav/ enforcement training, but coffee shop was closed and they went to 
Highway Patrol quarters at hotel where Edwards had about two drinks, discussed law 
, enforcement schools and went to room about 3 a. m. He planned to skip breakfast prior 
to 10 a. mu conference session 10-9, He has no precise recollection, but Vaguely recalls 
one morning when Pyne and Boyle came to his room and awakened him; states his first 
reaction was that there was some emergency, and was told they were merely concerned 
when received no response to door or phone. They stated they would see him in lobby 
after he dressed and he estimates he joined them shortly after 9 a. m. He states hotel 
phones normally don’t ring more than short single ring, bed was quite removed from door, 
and only reasons he can advance for sleeping so soundly were drastic climate change, high 
altitude of Phoenix, and fact he had gotten to bed late night before.

Bear Mr. Gale: 


The findings of the recent inspection have been evaluated and 
the various operations are rated as follows: Physical Condition and Mainte- 
nance, Specific Bivision Operations and Administrative Operations - Very 
Good; Personnel Matters and Contacts - Excellent. 

Space and furnishings assigned to your division were reported 
adequate, secure, efficiently arranged and well maintained except for minor 
housekeeping delinquencies corrected cut the spot or ordered corrected. 

Continue to periodically stress each employees individual responsibility to 
share in physical condition and maintenance. 

Although the total number of investigative matters supervised 
by your division was down from the prior inspection, this was largely at- 
tributable to Selective Service cases and these are now showing a sharp rise 
due to expanding draft calls. In view of the current wave of draft card burnings 
and antidraft demonstrations, it is most essential that the Bureau handle its 
responsibilities in this category in a vigorous and forthright manner. We must 
also be alert to the need for any additional legislation should bur investigations 
reflect any inadequacies in existing laws in this area. Although the percentage 
of delinquent cases in all classifications handled in your division was only 
slightly higher than during the previous inspection, I am Concerned over the 
three classifications exceeding seven percent. Accordingly, I shall expect you 
to give prompt corrective attention to Anti-Racketeering, Interstate Transporta- 
tion in Aid of Racketeering, and Selective Service Act matters. 


Your noteworthy increase in fugitives apprehended is good, but 
the picture is clouded by the fact that approximately one-fifth of the general 
fugitive and deserter cases are over six months old and about one-tenth have

been pending more than one year. These cases become more difficult with 
age, so I must insist that special efforts be directed towards prompt solutions. 
Also, you should arrange to periodically take inventory of old cases so that 
some yardstick of your progress will be available. , 

The extensive strengthening measures instituted by the prior 
inspection in your Criminal Informant Program have demonstrated creditable 
results in economy, improved accomplishments, and better quality control. 

You should now focus On further quality control, greater agent participation, 
broader geographical and subject matter coverage, an increased reserve of 
quality potential criminal informants, and such other refinements as the program 
progressively can absorb. Of at least equal importance is the Top -Echelon 
Criminal Informant Program, for I am sure you realize as fully as I that therein 
lies our most stable hope for meeting the challenge of organized crime. X note 
the Inspector's report that you are credited with an increase in both the total ‘ 
number of Top-Echelon informants and the number Of those who are members 
or La Cosa Hostra. Please give all possible emphasis to continuing this 
encouraging record. 

I am greatly encouraged by the examples of various inroads 
we are making in penetrating and disrupting hoodlum operations in local, 
national, and even foreign areas. These demonstrate excellent resourceful- 
ness, imagination, supervisory analysis and guidance, as well as commendable 
Bureau cooperation through proper dissemination to other law enforcement 
agencies. Federal prosecutions of telling effect must remain our primary 
target if organised crime is to be eradicated? hence you must continue to 
vigorously exhaust all such possibilities, ami this includes constant alertness 
to new concepts, new investigative techniques, and new legislation. 

Your Criminal Intelligence program properly continues to 
concentrate on La Cosa Nostra. It is disappointing that Only about 1, 100 of 
the estimated total membership of 5, 000 have been identified, a drop from 
the estimated 1, 300 at the last inspection. The inspector reports this drop, 
largely attributable to tighter Identification criteria, appears reasonable. 
However, we must press all the harder and especially in those nine areas Of 
the country where you estimate less than ton percent of the membership has 
been identified. 

Federal grand juries and selective use of existing immunity 
statutes appear to have been valuable weapons against the hoodlums, despite 
their limited scope. We must be ready for extensive use of the immunity 
tool if the Supreme Court upholds its use and if the pending legislation passes 
to broaden the scope of the immunity law.

The curtailment of our technical coverage has seriously 
hampered us. Although the present "climate" offers little hope for any sig- 
nificant resumption of appreciable reliance on such sources, I do want to be 
kept up to the minute on all developments so that any feasible policy changes 
can be considered. 

Continue your noteworthy progress in gambling cases and 
intensify all reasonable efforts to disrupt hoodlum activities. The prospect 
of a breakthrough to obtain access to Swiss banking information in hoodlum 
cases is most reassuring and you should pursue this vigorously. The special 
applicant inquiries continue in volume as do the White House and other 
summaries. Your division has been commended for quality and dispatch in 
this work, and X hope I need not remind the personnel involved of the necessity 
for maintaining the Bureau's performance record in this delicate and important 
phase of our responsibilities. 

Although it is creditable that no substantive errors were detected 
in files reviewed, the need for greater accuracy is indicated by the increased 
percentage of form errors in such files. 

The Inspector reported your administrative operations were 
improved Over the prior inspection, incoming mail was handled promptly with 
no delinquency noted. Although the Inspector concluded the retention of extra 
copies of summaries prepared on high-level candidates for Federal appointment 
is Justified by the number of expedite requests for copies you continue to receive, 
to conserve space you should purge them of known deceased and also periodical-f- 
ly re-evaluate justification for the retention policy. & order that aH officials 
at the Seat of Government c an be kept apprised of developments in the criminal 
field, you should update your system of distributing the ’’Nationwide Criminal 
Activities" and "Criminal Intelligence Digest" and number future issues. 

I am pleased with the progress made by your stenographers 
arid typists since the last inspection in that they, except for stenographers of 
less than ninety days* experience, have raised their production from below the 
Seat of Government average to above It and also reduced the number of retyped 
pages to less than the Seat of Government average. You should afford your 
newer stenographers adequate training to raise the ievel of their production 
to that of the more experienced personnel. 

No abuses of sick leave were noted. The Inspector discovered 
the Time and Attendance Clerk was retaining routing slips submitted by 
employees requesting sick leave. These serve no useful purpose once 
appropriate records are posted and should not be retained thereafter. 
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Mr. James H. Gale 


During fiscal year 1965, twenty-nine suggestions were submitted 
and nineteen adopted as compared with thirty-nine submissions and sixteen 
adoptions the prior year. Please stress the desirability of all personnel 
participating in this program. The number of correspondence errors was lower 
during this inspection than during a comparable period last inspection, a 
desirable trend. 

X am pleased you have been able to reduce total division personnel 
and efficiently operate the division with four agents less than your budget al- 
lotment for fiscal year 1966, The inspector concluded your personnel is 
adequate for the current and estimated work load. All employees were fully 
and productively occupied. 

Training programs for new employees were found effective, and 
your division was alert to and helpful in the Bureau’s training programs* In- 
Service lectures monitored were timely and well presented* Voluntary overtime 
of agent personnel was adequate and equitably shared. No agents are on limited 
duty or overweight. There were five work-related injuries in the division since 
the previous inspection, an increase of one over the last inspection. You should 
indoctrinate the employees to be more safety conscious* The number of awards 
received by employees in fiscal year 1965 indicates that the officials are alert 
to recognize deserving employees. 

I am advised that you have represented the Bureau's interests 
effectively in dealings with the Department in daily contacts regarding matters 
supervised and in such special dealings as the recent United States Attorneys' 
Conference* Also, it is encouraging to learn that you and key members of your 
supervisory staff are maintaining effective contacts with other government 
agencies and officials incidental to matters supervised. A number of pertinent 
recommendations have been made to the Department for legislation to strengthen 
existing statutes concerning organized crime, the progress of which you should 
follow closely. The division is alert to furnishing other divisions information 
of interest. These practices Should be continued and encouraged. 

You and the Number One man should carefully review the findings 
in the inspection report and in the work papers left with you. Within thirty days 
of the date of this letter advise of the corrective action taken.

Phy sical Condition and Maintenance - Very Good (Last Inspection - Very Good). Division 
continues to occupy space on 1st and 7th floors, Justice Building. Security and mainte- 
nance satisfactory except for minor housekeeping delinquencies corrected or ordered cor- 
rected, and needed painting already scheduled and Division following. Realignment for 
contiguity of unit and consolidation of 2 first-floor mail rooms ordered last inspection 
have improved efficiency and economy. Agents* credentials and other property sansJacfoiy . 


Specif ic Division Operations - Very Good (Last Inspection - Very Good). On 9-30-65 
Division supervised 40,669 matters — down 1,102 from 9-30-64; decrease mostly Selective 
Service cases but sharp rise now evident due to expanding draft calls. Field delinquency 
in all classifications supervised 4. 6% on 9-30-65, up slightly from last inspection; 3 
classifications exceeded 7% (kntiracketeering, Interstate Transportation in Aid of racket- 
eering, and Selective Service); reducing delinquency stressed by inspector. 

Fugitives apprehended - 13,491 fiscal year 1965, up 5.3% over 1964. Increase 9.3% 
first 2 months this fiscal year. "Ten Most Wanted 1 * Program claims 2 more apprehen- _ 
sions fiscal year 1965 over 1964. Prior year’s figures not available for comparison, but 
Inspector noted about 19.5% general fugitive and deserter cases Over 6 months and 9.6* 
over l year old. Intensified attention ordered to effectuate earlier solutions. Division 
exercising judicious use of Identification Orders, Wanted Flyers and Check Circulars. 

Extensive strengthening made last inspection in Criminal Informant Program has 
increased efficiency and accomplishments. Examples: criminal informants up 24.8% from 
3,339 to 4,169; average cost per informant down from $125.26 to $103.71; apprehensions 
credited to informants up 52.8% from 2,671 to 4,080, and recovered property $9,243,336 
up $2,131,348. Inspector stressed constant review and evaluation of program for more 
improvements, including better geographical coverage. 


Since last inspection Division compiled many achievements in penetrating and 
disrupting hoodlum operations in local, national, and severai foreign areas; these 
demonstrate excellent resourcefulness, dissemination, and cooperation. However^p

keep pressure on all field offices where such potential exists. 


Criminal Intelligence program continues focus on La Cosa Nostra (LCN). Total 
membership still estimated at 5,000, but total identified down to about 1,100 from 1,300 
at last Inspection, largely due to Division's tighter standards. Inspector stressed in- 
tensification in geographical areas where 10% or less of LCN concentration identified. 
Federal grand juries and immunity statutes, despite limited scope, have proved excellent 
weapon against organised crime. Division urged to be ready for extensive use of this tool 
if Supreme Court sustains use in pending appeals, also to detect hoodlum efforts to cir- 
cumvent or insulate against immunity, and to follow pending legislation to broaden scope 
of immunity laws* Curtailment of microphone surveillances has .- seriously hampered 
fight against organized crime. Current "climate" and Long Committee hearings give little 
hope for early return to such techniques but Inspector stressed closely watching situation 
so Director and Attorney General can reconsider resuming techniques when feasible; in 
meantime, Division must do all possible to develop live informants and other sources. 

Top Echelon Criminal Informant Program improving (L55 on 10-5-65, up from 125 last in- 
spection; 10 are LCN members, up from 8 last inspection). Division urged to intensify 
program designed to disrupt LCN* Gambling convictions up fiscal year 1965 to 90 from 
56 prior year. Division recently developed high Swiss police official whereby intergovern- 
mental agreement may result giving Bureau access to hitherto untouchable Swiss banking 
data re hoodlum accounts; now being explored in Department and Division instructed to 
pursue vigorously* During U. S* Attorneys* Conference 10-11-65, Division representative 
detected desire by some U. S. Attorneys to meddle in Bureau investigations of organized 
crimes* Bureau's interests defended and appropriate SACs alerted. 


Volume of special applicant and Security of Government Employees investigations 
still high #*054 current year, up from 9,103 preceding year). Volume of White Bouse and 
other summaries heavy; Division commended for quality and promptness. Sharp increase 
in Selective Service and Deserter cases due to Viet-Nam and similar crises, including 
draft card burnings and antidraft demonstrations. Inspector stressed close supervision of 
recent legislation re destruction or mutilation of draft cards; and alertness to need for 
additional laws. Form errors detected from file reviews 2.4%, up from last inspection 
; (1.7%). Accuracy stressed* No substantive errors in files reviewed.

After reviewing the results of the inspection of the Special 
Investigative Division,. I have approved fee following ratings for fee various 
phases of operation: Personnel Matters and Contacts * Excellent; physical 
Condition and Maintenance, Specific Division Operations, mid Administrative 
Operations - Very Good. 


Hie space occupied by your Division was found to be secure, 
adequate, and generally well maintained. The housekeeping delinquencies 
noted by fee Inspector indicate fee need for all personnel to be continually j 

alert to good housekeeping practices. These delinquencies should be 
corrected promptly. The inadequate lighting in Booms 7632 to 7644 has 
been a problem of long standing, but it now appears likely fee General Services 
Administration will be aide to correct this condition during the current fiscal 
year. Please afford this matter your close personal attention to insure final 
action Is taken as promptly as possible. The eight Special Agents and the 
clerical employee who require new photographs should obtain them promptly. 


I was gratified by fee noteworthy accomplishments achieved 
iby fee Division since fee last inspection, including fee breaking up of a 
large draft -dodging ring, the initiation of prosecutive action against top 
hoodlums, major raids and arrests in fee gambling field, and fee apprehension 
of badly wanted fugitives.

You achieved substantial improvements in convictions recorded 
and fugitives apprehended during the past fiscal year; however, a decline was 
experienced in fines, savings and recoveries. Although the Inspector reported 
this decline resulted from unusually large recoveries in a fugitive classifica- 
tion the preceding year, progress in each statistical accomplishment category 
is imperative. 1 note you are credited with a favorable record in all three 
categories thus far in the current fiscal year, and I hope this encouraging 
trend continues. 

Pending prosecutions in gambling cases have increased 
substantially, which is most desirable. As instructed by the Inspector, you 
must follow these cases closely to insure that prosecutive action is not 
allowed to drag. 

Although you have increased the number of top-echelon informants 
and member informants of La Cosa Nostra, the number of identified members 
of La Cosa Nostra has shown only a relatively small increase since the last 
inspection. Since the identification of its membership is a major factor in 
planning effective action against this powerful criminal organisation, 1 must 
insist on greater progress in the future. 

You must take Steps to overcome the current lag in the 
development of criminal informants through increased stress on the field 
in exploiting and developing the numerous potential criminal informants now 
available. You must also decisively reverse the current unfavorable trend 
in accomplishments attributable to informants so that the productivity of 
this important program will compare favorably with the past fiscal year in 
all categories. 


& was good to learn that the heavily increased load of applicant- 
type inquiries for the White House and other agencies has been handled 
promptly sod thoroughly and that you have been able to absorb this additional 
work without commensurate increase in personnel. 

Your Division was found to be administratively set up to 
promote efficient, effective teamwork and to permit essential flexibility of 
personnel. No problems in the flow of mail were noted. The distribution 
of cases among Agent Supervisors in the Interstate Gambling Unit should be 
evaluated after sixty days to eliminate any remaining imbalance of work load 
which has rot proved to be temporary. The maintenance of the Selective 
Service Fugitive Index in the Unit's working area as suggested by the Inspector 
should be hilly tested and continued if found of benefit.

It is only through the participation of all employees in 
the suggestion program that we can achieve maximum benefit to Bureau 
operations. ’The importance of this program should be continually stressed 
to the employees of the Special investigative Division, and special efforts 
should be expended to insure all proper suggestions are credited. 


The Special Investigative Division has shown a commendable 
attitude and noteworthy progress in adapting work to Automatic Data 
Processing. Continue to encourage such progressive ideas and endeavor 
to provide opportunities^ for more of your personnel to broaden their knowledge 
of computers so as to generate additional idea* for computerisation of 
susceptible work.

After reviewing the results of the inspection of the Special 
Investigative Division, I have approved the following ratings for the various 
phases of operation; Specific Division Operations, Personnel Matters and 
Contacts * Excellent; Physical Condition and Maintenance and Administrative 
Operations - Very Good. 

The space occupied by your Division was found to be secure, well 
organized and generally well maintained. The inadequate lighting in Booms 
7632 to 7644 must be corrected at the earliest possible date and you should 
continue to closely follow negotiations with the General Services Adminis- 
(ration to insure prompt correction of this long-standing deficiency. 

I was pleased to note the substantial improvement in your accom- 
plishments since the last inspection. The overall increases in convictions 
and particularly those directed against the leadership of organized crime as 
well as increased fugitive apprehensions attest to overall success of investi- 
gations directed by your Division. I did note, however, declines in unlawful 
flight cam. Insure that the Inspector*# instructions to place additional 
emphasis on liaison with local authorities are promptly carried out. 

The excellent inroads made against Da Gosa Nostra and other 
phases of organized crime since the last inspection are indeed noteworthy. 
The penetration of thirteen of the twenty-four known La Cosa Nostra 
families demonstrates what can be done and % will expect continued progress 
to effect complete penetration. It is only through such complete coverage 
that we may expect the desired prosecutive results.

For inclusion in the fund to be paid to the designated beneficiary of any Special Agent of the FBI who has previously 
contributed to this fund and who dies from any cause except self-destruction while employed as a Special Agent, I am for- 
warding herewith (by Check - Money Order) the sum of $20, payable to S.A.I.F., to be included in said fund. Payment will be 
made for death by self-destruction after the Agent has been a member of the fund for a continuous period of two years. It is 
understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund which I understand 
is to be administered in the following manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe 
keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to the Director in pertinent matters. 
The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for same to the 
Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case 
and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assist- 
ant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $20,000. The liability 
of the fund shall not under any circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability shall occur.

Lear Mr, Gale: 

After reviewing the results of the inspection of the Special 
investigative livision, I have approved the following ratings for your 
operations: Physical Condition, and Maintenance, Administrative 
Operations and Contacts - Excellent; Specific Livision Operations and 
Personnel Matters - Very Good. 

The substantial increases recorded in statistical accomplish- 
meats in matters supervised by your Livision during Fiscal Year 1969 
are noteworthy and I am pleased to learn of the continuous rise thus far 
in the current fiscal year in fugitives apprehended. I am concerned, 
however, with the downward trend in convictions in classifications 
supervised in your Livision thus far in the current year. This is a 
matter which must receive your aggressive attention in the months ahead. 

X was pleased to note the further progress made in penetration 
of La Cosa Nostra and related areas of organized crime. The number 
of highly placed figures in organized crime convicted during the past 
year demonstrates that emphasis is being placed where needed in this 
most important program. Also favorable is the increase in convictions 
in gambling violations. You must continue to press for development of 
these violations throughout the field, whether organized crime exists in 
the territory of a particular office or not. 

The low rate of field delinquency in cases supervised in your 
Livision and die fact that no substantive errors were found in files 
reviewed are indicative of the type of supervision X expect from our ease 
supervisors at the Be at of Government. Promptly implement the Inspector’s 
suggestions made in individual cases reviewed, as well as procedures he 
proposed to tighten controls over informants. The increased accomplish - 
0®ente f rp^gthe Criminal Informant Program demonstrate our unquestioned

neect for productive live informants but at the same time* as you 
well know, intensive supervision is required to avoid the possibility 
of plants and to prevent the continuation by the field of unproductive 
informants. Also, when all of our field offices are connected directly 
to National Crime Information Center terminals, implement the 
Inspector's suggestion to streamline your fugitive index. 

The regular controls you exercise over maintenance and 
security of space occupied by your Division have produced fine results, 
insure that they continue. I was most pleased to note the improvements 
effected in all areas of administrative operations throughout your 
Division. The high rate of production and low incidence of errors by 
stenographic and clerical personnel represent fine records. Also im- 
pressive is the effective manner of administering the influx of V.-hite 
House inquiries as a result of winch (he utilization of temporary super- 
visors was held to a minimum. 

The contact program of your Division was found to be effective 
and productive and I note tee substantial benefits derived from liaison 
contacts. Continue to follow closely legislative matters which affect 
the work of your Division, 

You and your Number One Man should carefully review the 
findings in tee inspection report and work papers left with you. Advise 
the Inspection Division as soma as possible of corrective action you have 
taken.

Physical Condition and Maintenance - Excellent (Last Inspection - Excellent). Division 
continues to occupy space on first and seventh floors of Justice Building. Space adequate, 
secure and exceptionally well maintained. Housekeeping delinquencies minimal. Security 
procedures and utilization of space effective. No vehicles assigned. 

Specific Division Operations - Very Good (Last Inspection - Excellent). Division current!; 
supervising 5T,467pending officeof origin matters compared to 48,274 at last Inspection • 
increase of 19%, principally in Selective Service and Deserter cases, but case load up 
in ail Sections of Division. Field delinquency averaged l. 7% in all matters supervised 
(low) and no single classification reached 7% in any month. No substantive errors in 
files reviewed; suggestions made to aid solutions in 2 cases. Convictions in classification 
supervised up 18% in Fiscal Year (FY) 1969 over FY 1968; for first 2 months of FY 1970 
down 19%. Over 25,000 fugitives apprehended FY 1969 for all-time high — up 36% over 
prior year. Every field office exceeded prior year's fugitive record; trend continuing 
upward current FY. 18 "Ten Most Wanted" fugitives apprehended FY 1969 (31 prior 
year). Identification Orders, Wanted Flyers and Check Circulars effectively utilized 
on selective basis. Significant penetration of La Cos a Nostra (LCN) continues with 36 
member informants (32 last inspection), 294 top -echelon informants (262 last inspection), 
and 823 targets (621 last inspection) all representing increases. 1692 LCN members 
identif led (of estimated total of 2700) — up from 1450 last inspection; 16 of the 27 LCN 
families covered by member informants and 6 of the 27 LCN family bosses convicted 
or arrested in FY 1969. Gambling convictions up 7%. Criminal Informant Program 
improved with greater accomplishments in FBI cases and increase in approved Informants 
and potential informants throughout field. Inspector instituted procedures to tighten 
controls over informants in areas of evaluation and corroboration of information supplied 
(ail top -echelon informant files reviewed). Suggestion also made to streamline fugitive 
index when all FBI offices connected to National Crime Information Center.

Supervisors alert to delays and improper submission of communications by field. 

Form errors down at 1. 35% — well below field average. Stenographic production 
above average; retyped pages low; no stenographic delinquency. Division alert to 
effective records management — streamlining devices put in effect since last 
inspection to curtail generation and distribution of certain administrative reports and 
forms. Division instituted 2 new adaptations of its work to computerized data (telephone 
numbers utilized by known gamblers and index on LCN membership). Efficient adminis- 
tration of White House special inquiries resulted in substantial reduction of utilization 
of borrowed temporary supervisors than in prior similar conditions (39% higher work 
load but 36% fewer borrowed supervisors). Odd-hour shifts justified; clerical employees 
afforded close supervision. 

Personnel Matters - Very Good (Last Inspection - VEry Good). Authorized personnel 
complement of 62 Agents and 137 clerks at beginning of inspection represents decrease 
of 2 Agents and net addition of 8 clerks since last inspection (Division reduced 2 
Agents and 1 reviewer-analyst on adoption of moratorium in field submission of fugitive 
reports). During inspection addition of 1 Agent to complement requested — justified 
(separately approved). No Agents overweight or on probation; one unavailable — 
justified. Employee suggestions continue high with 16 adopted of 20 submitted. No 
work-related injuries (1 last inspection). Morale appears high. 

Contacts - Excellent (Last Inspection - Excellent). Comprehensive program provides 
diversified, quality coverage; healthy turnover with 57 deleted and 49 added since 
last inspection — 216 contacts being utilized. Legislative matters related to work 
responsibilities closely followed. Substantial benefits from liaison relationships. 
Excellent speech material supplied Crime Records Division, Bureau officials and 
field. 

RECOMMENDATIONS : 

1. Assistant Director James H. Gale, aged 47, GS-I8 at $33,495, veteran, 
not on probation, in charge of Division since 12/15/64. Outstanding appearance, 
loyal, enthusiastic and dynamic. Gale is firm, capable administrator with excellent 
grasp of Division^ overall responsibilities. Provides positive leadership and has 
respect of his employees. Attached for approval is letter to Mr. Gale summarizing 
inspection findings.

INSTRUCTIONS TO EMPLOYING AGENCIES 


1. Who must file . — SF 176 must be filed by — 

• a new employee who is not excluded by law or regu- 
lation from insurance. This includes one with prior 
Government service that ended before February 14, 
1968, and for whom no SF 176-T is on file, 

• an employee appointed to a nonexcluded position 
following service during which he was ineligible for 
insurance, 

• an employee desiring to change his insurance cover- 
age. 

Give a new employee copies of SF 176 and SF 176-A when 
he reports for duty and ask him to return the completed 
SF 176 showing his election promptly (preferably before 
the end of the first day period) but in no c&se later than 31 
days after his appointment date. 

An employee with prior Government service in a non- 
excluded position from which he was separated after Feb- 
ruary 14, 1968, will have an SF 176 (or SF 176-T) on file 
in his official personnel folder. This election, declination, or 
waiver remains in effect, and he is accordingly insured, or 
not insured, in his new employment. He is not required to 
file anew SF 176. 

Until his election, declination, or waiver can be verified, 
make deductions based on his statement concerning earlier 
insurance coverage in his “Declaration of Appointee” 
(SF 61). 

An employee with newly acquired insurance eligibility 
(e.g., one transferred or converted from an excluded to a 
nonexcluded position or status), must be given the same 
opportunity to complete an SF 176 as a new employee. 

An employee desiring to change his insurance may at 
any time file an SF 176 declining his optional insurance or 
waiving his regular (and optional, if any) insurance. 


An employee who is under age 50 may also request a can- 
cellation of a waiver of regular insurance or a declination 
of optional insurance any time after it has been in effect 
one year. The employee is first required to submit a “Re- 
quest for Insurance” (SF 51). If the Office of Federal 
Employees’ Group Life Insurance approves the SF 51, 
notify the employee and ask him then to submit an SF 176 
showing his election. 

2. Employees failing to file . — If a new employee (or 
newly eligible employee) does not promptly return a com- 
pleted SF 176, contact him and urge him to do so even if 
he does not want optional insurance. (He will, of course, 
be automatically covered for regular insurance.) 

If he still fails to file an SF 176 within 31 days after ap- 
pointment (or after becoming eligible), file one for him 
as of that date; mark box B, and note in the space pro- 
vided for his signature “employee contacted on (date) — 
failed to elect optional insurance.” 

3. Review of completed SF 176 . — Review both copies of 
the SF 176 to see that it is legible, complete, and correct. 
If employee waives (marks box C) it is advisable to con- 
tact him and ascertain whether this expresses his inten- 
tion or is an error on his part. 

4. Date of receipt and effective date . — Stamp date of 
receipt by employing office in the space provided for this 
purpose on both the original and the duplicate. The date 
of receipt automatically determines the effective date as 
shown in the table below. 

5. Disposition of SF 176 . — File the original SF 176 in the 
official personnel folder in all cases. The duplicate may 
be destroyed if not needed for payroll purposes or after 
the requirements of the agency’s payroll system have been 
met.

Optional coverage cannot become effective unless the employee is in duty and pay status and also returns an SF 176, showing an election 
of optional insurance, to his employing office within the 31*day period. If approval of SF 51 expires, new SF 51 must be submitted to OFEGLI. 


2. An employee for whom the agency files SF 176 because he failed to do so is deemed to have declined optional, but not regular, insurance. 

3. The effective date of regular (and optional, if not declined) coverage for an employee who has been on leave without pay for more than 12 months is the first day 
he is in pay and duty status.
